Father Rock has lahoreil in various cr- 
pacities in this diocese, and now on his 
departure he leaves with the gixxl will 
snd best wishes of all. Father Rock was 
bom fifty yeara ago in County Armagh, 
in the sadsat sad Primstisl Sec of 
Armagh, which wss foundsd by 8t. 
Patrick himself nesrly 1,500 years ago. 
His early education was received in his 
native town, which was coniplete<l in 
Preston Park Seminary, Louisville, Ky., 
in which instit tion he ))ecame a pro- 
fetaoT in 1874. By way of digression it 
msy be added that the atadmts of Prss- 
ton Park Seminary compare 
than fsTorably with any set 
ber from a given dmilar insti- 
tution in America or Europe, even deco- 
rated with I). D.'sor other titles, SSSOUnd 
and solid uieii in theulngical lore. 

Having slateil that l-'ather Rock was 
born and raiaed under the influencea and 
direction of the imnsdiste succeaaor of 
St. Patrick hlBSslf, the Arcbbish<^ of 
Armagh, whidi might account for his 
true and anient faith, we have yet to 
l(X)k for that argumentative, combative 
spirit ol this worlliy i)iiesl, so character- 
istic of him to those who know him. 
This Istter quslity will be found in him 
on scconnt of political exigendes. For 
be it remembered that the prtisdytising 
influence of England, ber robbing, con- 
fiscation, ".souping," her bribing and re- 
^Kvard .system, were particularly directed 
against the northern counties of Ireland 
—Armagh, Tyrone, Down, etc. -in which 
her heartless Government l>estowed upt)n 
English subjects Irish fat lands. Hence 
with aucb an heirloom of English Pro- 
teatantlam as Orsngdsm it wss little 
wonder that the people of the North of 
Ireland, who had to fight daily 
for the maintenance of thdr faith, 
should be imbue<l with a com- 
bative spirit such as that which 
permeated Father Rock, and which those 
kfamiliar with him know ao well. Be- 
cause therefore of the perpetual struggle 
for rights snd fsith which the people of 
tlie North of Ireland bad to msintsin 
against the superior odds of power and 
money, it thereby created in the Catholic 
portion a unique spirit of faith, inde- 
pendence, outspoken demands of right 
and pugnacity of spirit, which partially 
may account for the brave though maybe 
impolitic spirit of Father Rock in hia 
honest eadesvors. In natural acunen 
and varied information Father Rock is 
far above the average. Being of studiotu 
habits, he surrounded himself by a large 
ai.d extensive library of the Ijest authors, 
with which he daily familiarized himself, 
so that in argumentation he liecame a 
formidable foe, before whom even the 
beet titled atodenta of European univer- 
nities qnsilcd, and whom their mightieat 
legion fear. He being a natural logician 
of a aynthetical turn of mind, fordble in 
.grouping and eicptes.iioii, ini^lit win iau 
rela aa a canonist. Hence di<l he de- 
aervsssan adv<^cute of justice and truth 
the plaudits of the clergy as af^ainst the 
advocates of tyranny and oppression who 
might justify the means by the eud. 

Less than two years ago Father Rook 
receiveil as a silver jubilee aiemento a 
chalice vtilue.l at tl,UX), the gift of his 



admiring friends at the Cathedral, and 
■Ow sgsln he is made the recipient of 
J1,00() as a purse to defray expenses, etc. 
Such testimonials are in themselves but a 
simple expression of the feelings of a 
grateful people of thdr love and esteem 
and of their further ^ssire of the return 
ot such a worthy priest as Psthcr Rock 
into thdr midst

There wss a hurge gathering of Irish- 
men st Cork Isst Snndsy to greet John 
Redmond snd Willism O'Brien. The 
meeting is thns described by the Aaao- 
dsted PrsM reports, which give only 
scsnt space to Irish sffsirs : 

At the Nationalist demonstration held 
here today John K. Retlmond, leader of 
the I'liited Irish jurty in Parliament, 
made a vigorous appeal for funds to as- 
sist the candidates of the ]>:)rty at the 
forthcoming general election. He pub- 
licly repudiated the statement thst the 
United Irish Lesgne was opposed to cer- 
tsin Irish mem.bsrs. Willian O'Brien 
snd others siso msde sddreases. 

At the meeting hand bills were dis- 
tributed discouraging the work of recruit- 
ing for the Rritish army, and urging that, 
as Iviigland's army was now "disi-oiii 
forted" in South Africa, the time was 
ripe for sn Irish rabellion. 

The following letter from Col. J. Y. F. 
Blake, commanding the Iriah Brigade in 
the Boer army, hss appeared in the Gal- 
veston News' sad slso la the London 
Timea: 

"Here I am in the most advanced pod- 
tion of the left (lank of the Boer forces in 
Natal, surrounded by mountHins and face 
to face with the Knglish, and as I write 
these words I csn see the enemy's camp 
and he can see mine. Each is waiting 
for the other to strike, and when the 
crash comes I think Johnny Bull «rill, as 
usual, make a bold dash and then curl 
bis tail over his back and ru n for all that 
In bim, but not without leaving the 
greater part of hisliest blood behind him. 
In every battle lo far bia oonduct has 
been ■as described and he liss been un- 
mercifully cut and slaahsd before oisking 
bis escape. Think of itf Our total force 
in South Africa so far has been 3fi,00b. 
Our total loss in killed, wounded and 
prisoners has tieeu ()<i7 killed, S,8CHI pris- 
oners and a)x>ut l,'l*Nl wounded. Before 
Cronje's capture the luiglish reported 
their losses to be 14,300 killed, 43.000 
wounded snd prisoners sad missing 
enough to bring the total to 04,900. 
Cronje had ;S,900 men and wsa sorrounded 
bJ7o,(Klo men and 1 10 cannon. Cronje 
had two cannon and two Maxims. He 
fought for six ilavs and 8urrendere<l be- 
cause his ammunition gave out. He lo.st 
forty -three hilled and about 1 20 wounded. 
The Bngliah lost in killed snd wounded 
between 16,000 snd 90,000, so thst the 
total English loss to date ia not far from 
80,(KMi, which leaves us to still fight 134,- 
000. 1 l>elieve «e will win with our little 
army, because our forces are far better 
fighters. The ICiiglish soldier can mur- 
der, debauch and plunder, but he can't 
fight. Until this war I believed the Eng- 
liah soldier the best in the world, and 
now r piece him on s par with the Span- 
iard. When I tell you that not one man 
more than •J.'iOO j>enne<l up 11,000 Eng- 
lish soldiers in Ladysniith for four months 
and that it took 33,000 soldiers aud ItiO 
cannon to relieve them, then you can 
imagine bow well the Dutch fight Five 
thousandDntch tried to stop the 8S,000 but 
fdled, bec sus s thsy bad but aia cannon. 
It cost BuUcr mors tliaa 16,000 nca to 
relieve 11,000 in Lsdysadtb. 

"We are now .5,000 strong slong s Une 
forty miles long, holding in check a1>out 
38,000 Knglish. If they had the nerve 
they could drive us back, but thdr loea 
would be tremendous. This wsr ia to 
destroy the liberty and independence of 
the Dutch and dqtrivc them of thdr gold 
fields to satisfy Rhodes, Chamberiain snd 
Milner. He that would scrra humanity 
best would have bung for thdr perfidy 
the above trio of political rascals. The 
Dutch are tix> lilieral, too humane and 
i »i striiM in their observance of the rules 
governing in civilized wsrfare to contend 
with the Rngliah, who abuse the armia- 
tice, the Red Croaa, the white flag and 
murder wounded captives with the lance 
on the battlefield. 

"The Irish Brigade, which I have the 
honor to coiiiiiiauil, is composed of Irish 
and Irish-Americans, and a braver and 
more determiued lot of men you will not 
find anywhere. I have seen them put to 
the severest tests, but never yet hss s 
msn swerved. They will prars them- 
selves sn honor snd s credit to tha coon- 
tries tbey hdl from. I was wounded in 
the right arm below the elbow by a shrap- 
nel shell on October .'1(1 at the l)attle of 
Modder Spruit, in frout of Ivadysmitb. 
The bone was broken, the artery and 
main nerve cut, and my arm is lost for- 
ever, except the thimib and firrt finger. 
There is no strength in it I never left 
the battlefield, though I was Idd up for 
six weeks. On that day we bad twenty- 
four cannon firing at us for eight bonra, 
yet we completely routed the English."

The assassinatiou of Ring Hum- 
bert of Italy k deplonble and utterly 

indefensible. King Huml)crt had 
his faults, l)iU hr was neither a 
tyrant nor malefactor of his people; 
indeed he was noted for his favors | 
and kindly acts to the poor in his, 
kingdom. It is hut another illus-, 
tration of the fanaticism of anarchy, j 
which professes to aim at the redress 
of popular Rrievances by destroying 
tyrants and oppressors of the peo- 
ple. Assassination or any other 
criminal means can can not be jus- 
tified, no matter what the object, 
tliou^h it may be clniined to be so 
in some rare instances where cruel 
and arbitrary rulers have been 
removed. 

Hut the assassination of King 
Iliniibcrt recalls r. few facts some- 
what remarkable. He was the 
fourth victim of the assassin— the 
President of France, the Prime 
Ministcrnf Spain, the I ".m press of 
Austria aud King Hundjert — none 
Oi whom was a tyrant or oppres- 
sor, but on the contrary noted as 
friends and benefactors, as rulers 
and individually, to the poor, aud 
also that in every instance the assas- 
sin was an Italian. Were the vic- 
tims likewise Italians it would only 
be looked upon as a result of 
national traits and quarrels, a home 
affair. As it is, the governments 
of the world must come to recog- 
that there is an element of

organization, .and th*y will not 
allow it to be used as ^ch. But 
they do insist that politicians shall 
let them alone, aud above all that 
politicians shall deal honorably with 
them.

A SCABBY TRICK. 



Despite their occasional fits of 
economy the City Council has 
generally shown a di^oaition to 
treat labor fairly, and reftued to be 
cajoled into sieeking or encouraging 
cheapuess to the extent of ignoring 
the known wishes of the labor 
nnions. It is known, however, that 
there are a few members who have 
no love for organized labor, whose 
ideas of economy are of the cheap- 
screw order, and are striving to 
make a record as a basis for future 
political preferment--.several hav- 
ing the Mayoralty bee buzzing iu 
their bonnets. But thest have 
failed heretofore to even indirectly 
injure labor, as they are known atid 
watched by labor's friends. Hence 
when on last Tuesday night both 
boards of the Council, with only 
one dissentitig vote, passed a reso- 
lution to receive bids and award a 
contract for city printing in defiance 
of the ordinance requiring the 
union label — a direct slap in the 
face to the Typographical Union, 
the leading labor organization — 
the printers were dumbfounded and 
loath to believe it, but they lost no 
time iu verifying the fact. Then 
as it developed that it was true, 
and also that it was accomplished 
by a sneaking trick, the printers 
were hot. The Typogra pica 1 Union 
arbitrarily bars partisan politics 
from its orj 
record proves 
ical contests in 
and even its ofII< 
have observed its rigid law and 
refrained from partisan utterances 
and acts. They l.ave only sought 
from the city and State such legis- 
lation as was necessary to protect 
their <:raft and their rights as 
craftsmen, aiid they did this in an 
open and legitimate way. They 
are not politicians, nor is their 
union in any sense a political 




reconsidered and the nsual resolu- 
tion ordering the printing in the 
proper way with the union label 
passed. We will see. We are dis- 
posed to be lenient and fully recog- 
nize the tendency of humanity to 
err, and if this actiou be taken the 
majority of them may escape with 
a whole hide. But there are at 
lea.st two who can not claim they 
did not uudcrstaud it — Alderman 
Munn and Coundlmau Brandeis — 
they worked the trick, and not only 
did they fully know its purport and 
object, but acted, in collusion in 
carrying it through. 

The manner in which they 
worked the scheme, the circum- 
stances aud opportunity, aud the 
fact that the printers had been 
warned that a certain non-union 
printing firm was seeking to open 
the way to get city printing, all 
taken together, show up those two 
geutlemen. Under the origiual 
resolution, as passed by the Coun- 
cil, the union label would have 
been required on the printing. 
When it was sent to the Aldermen 
Mr. Munn amended it so as to 
require the City Buyer to award 
the contract to the lowest bidder, 
under an ordinance governing the 
City Buyer's ofiice on general coii- 
tract.s — dodging the label ordinance 
which applies to printing only — 
aud it passed, only Aldermau Col- 
ston voting nay. On its return to 
the Council it was Councilman 
Brandeis who moved reconsidera- 
tion of the vote on the original and 
to adopt the amended resolution, 
and it passed without opposition; 
and Mr. Brandeis took advantage 
of Mr. Shepard's absence from the 
room to work his scurvy trick — 
Mr. Shepard knowing nothing of 
the matter till after the board 
adjourned. So Messrs. Munn and 
Brandies need not bother about ex- 
plaining ; their record is already 
made on the labor question. 

Mr. Shepard, whose record on 
the labor question ever since his 
election has been one of devotion 
and earnest work in its behalf, was 
mad when informed of the action 
of the Council ; he is still mad 



Well, the Shanghai-London liar 
has been completely knocked out in

Now the allies, with a 
Rnssiau Admiral in chief command, 
have started on the march to Pekin 
to rescue the Ministers and other 
foreigners and enforce compliance 
with treaty obligations, although 
London still insists the allies are 
not yet ready for such a move, and 
must first decide who is to lead and 
what the demand shall be. The 
allies, including the United States, 
.seem to have settled all the prelim- 
inaries, started to Pekin. and will 
decide on the demands 'after they 
get there and learn the situation. 
What woiries England is that the 
world dares to move without her 
leadership, advice or assistance, and 
she will not be in a position to die 
tate terms and get the lion's share 
of spoils if any are to be divided. 
The Lion is not king, as he used to 
be, aud is therefore sulky and 
angry, but dare not roar too loud.

The Rev. John Heising, who died last 
Saturday evening and was Imriiil Tm s- 
day, was a clergyman well bcloverl by 
English and German s]>eaking priests, 
and bia unexpected death cast a deep 
gloom over St. Vincent de Paul's congre- 
tion and the entire community.

Moiuignor Tbotnaa P. Gambon, the 
popnUr rector of St. Patrick's church, 
whose absence from the city gave rise to 
iiianv iiiiofiu-iHl nitimrs and surmises 
within the past two mouths, arrived 
home Wednesilay from Kurope, enjoying 
excellent health and greatly benefited by 
his trip. During his absence he journeyed 
from Dublin to Cork, Ireland, and reports 
the people there as prospcrons Slid happy. 

Monsignor Ganibon left the city quietly 
to \>e present at the jubilee in Rome and 
for rcrrtiilion and i)leasiirf, nnd expressed 
surprise to Ur- rc]xirtcrs that his name 
had l)eeii suggested for the place of 
AuxiUry Bishop of the Louisville diocese, 
one of whom qnotes him fonows : 

" It is sU s aham-^U boah and talk, 
and there is not a word of truth in it. I 
have never for i moincnt con^iilorcil the 
appointment a possibility, ami am sure 
there is no foundation for it. It prohahly 
grew out of my plea.snut relations with 
the local ministry." 

In Rome Father Gambon waa the guest 
of Cardinal Satolli. atteodinx the jubilee 
and having an audience with the Holy 
I'ather. While there he met Fathers 
U'alsli, Hayes, Westermaii and ollu-r 
.\inericans. While away he also toured 
France, Germany aud Switzerland, and 
visited the Paris Bxpoaition. Regarding 
his observations and impressions of the 
v^erable Pope I>o be spoke as follows : 

"He is a moat wonderful man. His 
intellect is as keen as ever, although 
physically he is very weak. He is now 
in his iii iety-secoMil year and he is 
physically as feeble as a baby. Hut his 
mind is sound and clear as a bell. He 
grasps the most intricate problems with a 
readiness that is really marvelous. He 
is also in excellent spirits. Of course the 
war between England and the Boera has 
preyed upon him, but be bears all 
troubles with great fortitude. On June 
in Ihf Holy i'alhfr attended llie solemn 
I'ui'itioii ill commemoration of the mar- 
tyrs. More than ."iD.oiHl people were 
present in the great Cathedral, aud as he 
passed among them, with blessings upon 
his lips, the scmic was truly iaspirinc. 
On that occasion he was carried in the 
gestatorin upoit the ahoulders of six 
strong men."

This year the report on the flax crop In 
Baileborough diatrict of Cavan ahowa a 
large increase in the area under that crop, 
w'th brands healthy and from twelve to 
eighteen iiu hes loiij;. 

Charles Brasslield, car owner, was killed 
by the falling of a wall <n Lurgan. He 
austaidM a fracture of the right thigh 
conlnsiona about the head and face, 
cased was sevetity yeara of age. 
At the Ballinrobe pietty sessions P. P. 
Regan, Chairiiian of the Ballinrobe Coun- 
cil, was prosecute<l for being a United 
Irish I/caguer. Fines amounting to |-'7ii 
were inflicted, or in default impriaon- 
ment for twenty-two mootha. 

Resolutions were passed hy the Tulla 
Council aiiking all candidates for Rate 
Collector to withdraw in favor of Dennis 
Cooney, one of the Glandree prisoners, 
well known in County Clare, who haa 
been releaacd after nearly ten yeara. 

The Father Prendeigaat memorial, 
erect c<1 in Monasterevan, is a splendid 
specimen of Irish sculpture. It is in the 
form as a Celtic cross, l>oautifully orna- 
mented, and is both au appropriate and 
a worthy maoiorial tu the hero prieat of 
1798. 

The area under the flas crop in and 
around Ballybay district this year ehowa 

an increase of lOO per cent, over last 
year. The brairds have not looked so 
well in many years. Should the crop be 
remunerative a revival will take place in 
the flax growing industry. 

While John Bfanltaaid, a farmer, was 
walking along Derry quay he fell into the 
river. A gallant attempt st rescue was 
made hy William Mount, au aged man, 
who jumped iuto the river and held 
Maultsaid up till taken on board the 
ferry, but he died aoon after. 

Hugh Law. one of the dclegatea from 
Donegal at the great Irish national con- 
vention, who pleaded earnestly for the 
establishment of « Catholic university, is 
the son of the KiKht Hon. Hugh Law, 
who died in , ^iien Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland in Gladstone's Goremment. 

St Colnmb's Temperance Hall in 
Derry, one of the fineat bnildi 
kind in the kingdom, waa'in 
danger of being wholly dcatroyed by 
tire, which broke out in the large billiard 
room under the asaembly hall. There 
was oonsidenble damage done the fumi- 
tare and flxtnrea. 

It was reported lately that the Pope 
had appointed the Most Rev. John Healy, 
Bishop of Clonfert, to be Coadjutor 
Bishop to Cardinal Moran, of Sydney, 
Australia. Dr. Healy is a Senator of the 
Royal University of Ireland and Vice 
President of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Ireland. 

The area under the flax crop in Ulster 
this year is greater than for the past 
year. In Brookborough district the latest 
report stated: "There is a slight increase 
in the quantity of flax sown. The crop 
in general looks well and would measure 
from one to two and one-half feet.
